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REMARKS 



At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the thorough review and consideration of the 
pending application. The Office Action dated July 2, 2007, has been received and its contents 
carefully reviewed. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 18 are rejected by the Examiner. Claims 1, 2 and 4 are amended. 
Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 18 remain pending in this application. 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 3,125,299 to Woofter et al. (hereinafter "Woofter"). Claims 1, 2 
and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,799,987 to Park et al. (hereinafter "Park"). Claims 5 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Park in view of Japanese Patent Publication No. 09-259,749 to 
Yamashita et al. (hereinafter "Yamashita"). 

The rejection of claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 18 is respectfully traversed and reconsideration is 
requested. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 18 are allowable over the cited references in that each of these 
claims recites a combination of elements including, for example, "an L-shaped connector for 
electrically connecting the electrode of the lamp to the wire, the L-shaped connector directly 
contacting only the electrode of the lamp and a wire electrode provided at the end of the wire" 
and "a second curved wing to be pressed only around the wire electrode." None of the cited 
references including Woofter, Park and Yamashita, singly or in combination, teaches or suggests 
at least these features of the claimed invention. 

As shown in FIGs. 4 and 6C of this application, the second curved wing of the connector 
24 is connected only to the electrode 32 of the lamp and the wire electrode 33.

Regarding Woofter, as shown in FIG. 13, a crimped portion 79 of terminal means 78 is 
connected to a lead of the wire W and an envelope of the wire W. 




Regarding Park, as shown in FIG. 6, a core clamping part 24B and 24C of the clamp 24 
are connected to a conductive core 16 of the wire 4 and an envelope of the wire 4, respectively. 




Regarding Yamashita, as shown in FIG. 2, tongue-shaped pieces 5a and 5b of a connector 
1 are connected to metal wire 6b of a lead wire 6 and an envelope 6a of the lead wire 6, 
respectively. 
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Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1, 2, 4, 5 and 18 are allowable 
over the cited references.
